Health  Services. 

There  are  three  midwives  who  practise  in  the  district 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  A  fair 
percentage  of  maternity  cases  enter  hospital,  and  more  would  do 
so  if  accommodation  were  available.  The  ordinary  nursing  of  the 
sick  at  home . is  carried  out  by  two  fully  trained  nurses  employed 
by  the  local  District  Nursing  Association.  In  spite  of  difficulties 
this  work  was  carried  out  very  satisfactorily. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

One  privy  closet  and  three  pail  closets  were  converted 
during  the  year  to  the  water  carriage  system.

1939,  The  Infestation  Order  1943  dated  6th  May  1943,  the

Acting  on  the  above  instructions  a  survey  of  the  district 
was  made  and  a  plan  and  report  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  the  major 
infestations  in  this  district:  -

Pood  Inspector  and  the  Council's  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  British 
Tyre  and  Rubber  Co.  Ltd.  deputed  a  private  firm  to  deal  with  their 
infestation.  The  occupier  of  Pirs  Farm  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  War  agricultural  Committee  for  treatment  by  them  to  disinfest
